petitive States have granted. 


"Far from being opposed lo tbe 50- 


hour work week, I am heartily In fav- 
or ot a 40-hour week, and I would not 
oppose ft 20-hour week, or a 10-hour 
week if all the other States would 
agree to the same thing and the gov- 
ernment would give ua a turiff high 
enough to keep out the product of for- 
eign factories, lu which the laborers 
are hard at it 80 to 70 hours n week. 


To bo sure, tho tariff would have 


to to very high, indeed, to make it 
possible for an American manufactur- 
er to operate under a lu-hour-a-week 
schedule. A cotton undershirt would 
probably soat to the price of a Rus- 
sian table ulster and a pair of socks 
would be a greater luxury than uo im- 
ported touring car, but with, the f rop- 
er protection at home and abroad we 
could stand it if the consumer could. 
"All we ask is that we be permitted 


to live to employ people who want to 
be e/nployed and to make fair prouts 
—not exorbitant profits, but fair prof- 
its. We maintain that no oae Is jus- 
tified in asking us t» do business at 
n loss and that anyone who does de- 
mand it is no friend of the wage- 
earner."

The announcement, recently made, 


of the intention of the T. 
B. & P. 


Street Hallway Vornpany to Increase 
tbe rate of fare between Bristol and 
Moirlsville has 
lias aroused ranch 


comment along the line, especially iu 
Inllytown, which ia most affected by 
the change. 
Many are disposed te re- 


sent the raise without fully afpreclu 
ting the reasons aud necessity of it. 
It Is therefore of 
public-

interest to 


learn the company's reason for the 
change. 


From the standpoint 
of the 
com- 


pany, as stated by ens of its higher 
officials, there are many reasons jus- 
tifying tbe 
additional 
fare-zone, 


which the public should take into 
account when discussing the matter 


First, the fare was originally Bxed 


at the rate of one cent ' per mile. 
This rate is lower than tbe coxt of 
transportlug passengers over the line. 


Seoond, the rate of one cent a 


mlie Is froui thirty to sixty per cent, 
lower than is charged by any other 
trolley company in this part of the 
country, giving similar service. 


Third, the company his been »nd is 


spending very large sums of money 
lu improving ltd roadbeds, power- 
plant and equipment and is there- 
fore reasonably entitled to charge a 
rate of fare that will at least produce 
a moderate retuin ot Interest on tbe 
money expended. 


Even at the Increased fare, eon- 


tends the company, tbe rate will be 
only l.Mi scnts per mile as compared 
with 1.76 cents charged OD the Doyles- 
town, Biistol line and many similar- 
ly higher rates on the suburban and 
country lines.

fice. The officers provided for are a 
mayor, to be ele< ted for four years;

stead of li> wards, and all nominations 
and elections are to bp made by non 
partisan ballots 
Salaries are provid-

It Is stipulated in the Mil tlvtt aJI 


grants to public service corporations 
may be submitted to a referendum 
vote of the electors, hut all other ordi- 
nances except such as are certified to 
be urgent for the preservation of the 
public health, ptare and safety, or 
when otherwise 01 clered by the general 
laws of the state, or required or per- 
mitted by the pr >visions of the act, 
shall be submitttd to a referendum 
vote of 10 per cen of the electors. Not 
more than one rpfeiendum vote is to 
be held within a period of six months, 
but it Is permissible to submit more 
than one ordinant e at the same elec- 
tion, and ordlnan ea may be brought 
before councils n j on the initiative pe 
tltion of 15 per cent of the voters.

Immediately after the 
monsoon, when the water has receded, 
the peasant rakes the mire and puts 
the oil plant seeds in the ground two 
by two. 
The plants rapidly develop 


their great leaves and produce their 
fruit, which grows In groups of cap- 
sules, acquiring a coppery green color 
mottled with purple and rich carmine. 
When tbe hot sun has dried the poda 
they burst. The women and children 
watch the pods, and when the flrst 
crack appears they are ready to catch 
the precious seeds within. 
When the 


seeds have dried a few days the na- 
tives toast tbem, crush them in a mor- 
tar and plunge tbem in boiling water, 
when the oil rises to tbe surface.—Ex- 
change.

Jade is regarded by the Chinese as 


the most precious of precious stones. 
You can buy a small piece in white for 
£10, but a similar specimen in emer- 
ald green would cost you from f35 to 
£50 The value of the stone depends 
on the coloring and especially on trans- 
parency. lUHter and brilliance of the 
beautiful emerald green, usually dis 
tributed In splashes through the ma- 
trtr, which may be white or greenish, 
or even tinted with lavender. 
Rarely 


indeed does It occur in sufficient quan- 
tity to furnish a large example. Some- 
times email pieces are selected to be 
made Into beads of the purest emerald 
tint, free from those flecks which de- 
preciate their worth. In the sunlight, 
If you examine such beads, you will 
Qnd that they approach the emerald in 
purity of tone.-J. P. Blacker in Lon- 
don Opinion.

Not 
only ifl talcum dusted into gloves and 
shoes to obviate friction, but It Is also 
blown into conduits to ease tile Intro- 
duction of electric wires or other con- 
ductors. Soapstone Is largely employed 
In the manufacture or laundry tubs 
and similar articles.

ed up to make pencils or crayons Gas 
tips are also made from talc.—Harper's.
